The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the following in combination with the 
remaining limitations of the claims: 

A method for measuring the temperature of a subject using a minute size temperature 
sensing element, said temperature sensing element comprising a carbon nanotube with a 
continuous column of gallium contained therein, with one end opened and the other end closed, 
which comprises oxidizing the gallium in said column in the air environment to produce a 
gallium oxide layer which is firmly bonded to the nanotube, and measuring the location of the 
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top end of said gallium oxide layer in said nanotube as an indication of the temperature of said 
subject (see claim 2).
